Shortage of Men. 

A far greater handicap is the pros- 
pect of a shortage of men in _ the 
fleet. Fully 30 per cent, it is said, 
will not reenlist when their service 
terminates in July.

To block off 385 foreign whisky ships 
of all descriptions which have been 
noted as having been on the roy at 
various times the prohibition iGavy 
has 16 cutters, 20 dispatch boats, 203 
patrol boats and 103 -picket boats,

Officials who are interested in the 
fire-prevention situation add signifi-| 
cantly that the Decatur street ware- 
house which crashed in on the fire- 
men, and the unoccupied building 
that crpmbled and feel nearby are by 
no means the only two structures in 
Atlanta that gerne dangerous pos- 
sibilities at all times and are ter- 
rible menaces in case of fire. 

If statement$ made there can be 
depended upon, there are old build- 
ings in the downtown area that are 
definitely unsafe; floors that are 
overloaded, and conditions that a city 
of Atlanta’s size and progressiveness 
should not tolerate. 

And in this particular connection, 
it was pointed out that machinery 
for proper inspection of buildings and 
regulation of -loor-loading has al- 
ready been set up by the city in-its 
building code which became effective 
in February, 1924: machinery of 
vital] importance that only needs a 
hand to set it in motion. 

Section 43 of this code deals di- 
rectly with the matters in hand, its 


language being: 

“In every existing building of 
Classes E and F, (largely business, 
manufacturing and. office buildings) 
erected and occupied before the adop- 
tion of this code, the weight that each 
floor will safely sustain shall be com- 
puted by a competent person employ- 
ed by the owner or -occupant. © Such 
computations shall be filed in the 
department of Luildings with an affi- 
davit by the person making the same, 
in such manner as the inspector of 
buildings skall direct, and. shall give 
full information on which the com- 
putations are based. When the safe 
live load on an existing floor thus 
ascertained has been approved by the 
inspector of buildings, he. shall post 
one or more copies of such approved 
live load on an existing floor thus 
or places on each story as may be 
designated by the inspector of build- 
ings, and. no floor shall be loaded in 
excess of the safe allowance mention- 
ed in said posted copy.” | : 

If any attention is paid this law, 
no one was aware of the fact; but 
its sane worth was universally rec- 
ognized.

Along with 
his courage and capacity for work he 
brought.a Puritan-trained conscience 
and a love of the humanities. .He was 
not Georgia born, bet New England

He was born at Orono, in Maine, in 
1808, the son of a Baptist preacher, 
and was severely trained in the prin- 
‘ciples of piety and inthe Roger Wil- 
liams cult of liberty: for man, mind 
and conscience in religion. Since 
he had absorbed those principles with- 
out. rebellion, it can arouse no wonder 
that he steadily adhered .to and prac- 
ticed them. throughout all the vicissi- 
tudes of a life of ninety years. 


A Crusader of| Civilization. 


“Brother Jonathan,” as intimates 
called him, did not come into our his- 
fory ds a wholly raw recruit:. He 
had early learned the trade of mill- 
wright, had been in Cuba to install 
a sugar factory, had. worked in Phila- 
delphia where he made contact with 
the Peters family, had taught school 
in North Carolina and.erected saw- 
inills in the lumber districts of south 
Georgia. ;} Learning of the proposed 
centering of railroals in north Geor- 
gia, he came hither to prospect the 
situation and resolved to locate here.

| Anyhow, the newspaper bit him 
and up to the war era he’ was fre- 
quently mixed up with the journalistic 
game in Atlanta; sometimes as co- 
foynder and again,as proprietor of a 
weekly, or a daily, publiecation., He 
also, in the seclusion of an ample 
home library, wrot® and published 
such books as “The History of Democ- 
racy,” a “Common Sense View of State 
Sovereignty versus United States Su- 
premacy,” “The Conflict of Labor and 
Capital” and “Democracy Examined.” 
Cleaning Out the Slums. 

Even in the early days Atlanta had 
attracted a lawless contingent of 
idlers, gamblers; harlots and sots, 
They congregated in such nests as 
Murrell’s Row, Slab Town and Snake 
Nation located on'the rim of the town. 
In the election for mayor in the win- 
ter of 1850 the issue was “law and 
order” against a “wide-open” policy. 
The “Orderly Party” put up Jonathan 
Norcross and the “Rowdy Party” 
named Chris Simpson to oppose him. 
There was a bitter campaign, but Nor- 
cross was elected by a comfortable 
margin. ~ 

The rowdy crowd knew his princi- 
ples,, feared him, and determined to 
bluff him into toleration of their pres- 
ence and performances. | They threat- 
ened him with death and even plahted 
au olc cannon in front of his store 
in ‘the night and fired charges df dirt 
into it. : But Norcross was adamant; 
his parents had failed to breed a yel- 
low streak down his backbone or run- 
ning power into his legs. 

He ordered the arrest of a rowdy 
ring-leader and after a_ sensational 
trial found him guilty of disorderly 
conduct. The fellow drew forth a 
big bowie-knife and defied the court 
and crowd. Sheriff Johnson struck 
the knife from his hand an‘ Ben Wil- 
liford and Cicero Strong overpowered 


and escaped in the darkness. There- 
upon a clean-up was undertaken. The 
better citizens organized, drilled and 
then attacked the strongholds of the 
rowdies, enpturing and calaboosing the 
leaders. Snake Nation was jliterally 
torn to the ground, Slab Town depop- 
ulated of the toughs and law and or- 
der established. This fight gave the 
fourth mayor a fame that hung to 
him to the end of his days. 
Courage of His Convictions. 

He was devoted to the south and 

its people, but on the issue of dis- 


union by secession, of, sticcess rev- 
olution, he was staunchly “U .”’ He 
never yielded “his convict! that the 


union was the best for all sections and 
when the war ended with the union 
assured he greatly rejoiced. He was 
an unbending republican in polities 
and during the reconstruction speriod 
his*attitude offended the democrats so 
that a mob of them one night threat- 
ened to hang him, but Judge’ Clark 
‘Howell, grandfather of the present 
editor of ‘The Constitution, apd a pio- 
neer resident, knowing that Norcross 
was sincere and not dangerous to the 
community. came to his defense and 
dissuaded the angry throng. This. oc- 
curred at Five Points and it was a 

ramatic incident; °<.. ie 
’ Nércross never “forgot. tie Triendly 
act and was @ stalwart friend of the 
Howells ever after. $3 | 
. “He was the first. in Atlanta to usé 
the decimal currency, system in his ac- 
counts and really introduced it into 
Georgia to réplace the shillings and 
pence system. 

His Only Son. : 

is Rev Virgil Norcross, now aged and 
bed-ridden. ‘The son partook easily 
of every charnucteristic of his father. 
He became a: popular preacher and 
pastor, a generdus promoter of churcl 
enterprises and all moral movements, 
With a warm heart and a genial smile 
he won the confidence and affections 
of*the people and in his active years 
was always a notable figure in our 
civic life. : 

His only son, Paul, who perished in 
the Norman disaster near Memphis. 
was the third of the family in succes- 


‘sion to become a force and factor ih 


the city. His training in education 
and voeation were of the thorough 
Norcross character and his worth was 
recognized and valued by his fellow- 
citizens of the’ modern city. ‘His ef- 
ficient» and promisin: career, so la- 
mentably brought to an end, has al- 
ready been eulogized in these columns. 

By his passing, with no. heir to the 
name, we repeat that Atianta must 
miss hereafter the Norcross element 
that added through her history to date 
eo much of moral fiber and municipal

GERMANY TOCARRY 
OUT DAWES PLAN 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 

Berlin, May 18.—Foreign Minister 
Stresemann announced today to the 
Reichstag that the German govern- 
ment will continue to carry gut the 
Dawes plan. 

Minister Stresemann said no coun- 
try welcomes more than Germany the 
efforts of the Dawes plan to accom- 


plish the economic pacifications of Eu 
rope. 

He said that even those who op- 
posed the acceptance ot the Dawes 
plan are convinced that without it 
Germany would not. have been able 
to establish its currency on a secure 
basis, and would have been obliged to 
wage a bitter struggle for her eco- 
nomic existence. 

Herr Stresemann said, “‘We shall 
continue to carry out the Dawes plan 
in the same manner as we have here- 
tofore. Parliamentary majorities and 
governments may change but I can 
not conceive any administration which 
would depart from the program and 
policies we have adopted.” 

He said Germany’s relati®ns with 
the United States are most satisfac- 
tory and all signs indicate that in the 
United States a genuine understand- 
ing of Germany’s needs is increasing.
